No. 8-ITC(PN)/64.—Attention of the importers is Invited to the Government of 
India, Ministry of International Trade Public Notice No. 148-ITC(PN)/63, dated 5th 
December 1903 wherein provision was made for import of date by sailing vessels 
from Iraq for October 1903—March 1964 licensing period. 

2. It has now been decided to issue advance licences to the established importers 
for Import of dates from Iraq by sailing vessels for the next half year viz. April— 
September 1964 so that import of dates from the above country may be effected 
before the commencement of monsoon season,

3. Established Importers who are eligible in terms of the policy as announced In 
the above Public Notice may submit their applications in usual form and manner 
complete in all respects with documents, etc. to the appropriate licensing authority 
in terms thereof on or before the 17th February, 1964, 

4. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected finally and they may not 
be reconsidered as explained in the earlier Public Notice, 

5. Advance licences so issued to the eligible established importers will be valid 
for import by sailing vessels only from the date of Issue and the validity period 
of nich licences will be six months
